Noted Scientist 
Lectures Today 


Sir John Arthur Thompson, the 
most noted English scientist of to- 
day, spoke in assembly in the aud- 
itorium at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
Sir Thompson is at present giving a 
series of lectures at the University of 
California at Los Angeles. 

Sir Arthur, author of the “Out- 
line of Science’, is accredited the 
distinction of being the only man to 
write a scientific work of this kind.

In their book announcement Scrib- 
ner’s said, “This author brings a 
wealth of curious information gath- 
ered from extensive travel and im- 
mense research, to illustrate the ever- 
growing wonder of nature and the 
mysteries of animated life. He reveals 
the infinite variety of breadwinning, 
the fierce battle for existence, the 
never-ending drama of birth, life and 
death which goes on about us. It is 
by one of the greatest scientists of 
the day, but written for the layman.”

The dual meet championship be- 
tween the winner of the two divisions 
was set for April 26, but this has 
been cancelled in favor of the post- 
poned conference meet, in which all 
13 of the junior colleges will parti- 
cipate. 

This rain has somewhat upset the 
plans of the conference moguls, be- 
cause the first and probably second 
place winners were to be awarded a 
trip to Berkeley on March 22, but 
as the rain interferred with the plans, 
it was decided to hold tryouts on 
Tuesday, which was yesterday, in or- 
der to pick the team of 25. (The re- 
sults of these tryouts will be found 
elsewhere on this page). 

The Chaffey track, which is one 
that usually will stand up under a 
rainfall, became so soaked with the 
continued downpour all day Friday 
that late Friday night, the officials 
at the Ontario school began notify- 
ing the various colleges that it would 
be impossible to stage the meet. 


Coach Bill Cook has not, outside of 
the interclass meet, had a chance to 
see his team in competition, and as a 
result only has a vague idea of the 
strength of his dual team. The next 
scheduled dual meet is for March 29, 
with the Citrus junior college. 


This is the second meet that has 
been postponed for the Santa Ana 
Dons, The first conference dual meet 
with Chaffey was set for March 8, 
but due to a muddy track, this meet 
also had to be put off until a later 
date. The date for this meet has not 
been definitely set.
